Tue Report by Mi J. Ross Browne ‘pon 
the Mineral Resources of the States and 
territories Wesé of the Rooky Mountaitis 
is of so voluninous a nature that any at- 
tempt to “review” the bulky volume is 
almost useless, Much resembling a dic- 
tionary or encyclopedia, its pages teem 
with details which as matters of refer: 


euce appear of great value, but which the | 


boldest reader would shrink from. partis. 
ing in consecutive order,—unless indeed 
he resembles the celebrated west coun- 
tryman who read through the words un- 
der the first three letters of Johnson's 
Dictionary and remarked that, “There was 
a powor'o’ larning, but it wor very dis. 
connected like.” . We havé heard some 
depreciatory remarks. regarding Mr 
Browne's, work based upon the fact that 
it was only a compilation, It might be 
reinombered however. that it: is. to the 
painstaking compilers of grammars, and 
dictionaries, of geographical and statisti- 
cal works, etc, that the present genera- 
ton of philological and geoytaphical stu- 
dents owes its chiefest debt of gratitude. 
“The curators of natural facts,” as auch 
tien might be termed, have left bebind 
them noble monimonts of industry and ‘ 
acquivement; and while tlie original 
thinker, the poet, the artist, or the disco- 
verer and inventor occupies a higher place, 
the man. who utilizes the labours of others 
to the benefit of his fellow men: is surely 
entitled to.no small meed of praise, 
Looking at the work -before: usin this 
light, and with the kindly spirit which 
should ever prompt criticism on what is 
undoubtedly the product.of much hard 
labour, we can accord considerable credit 
to its author. - It-is not, nor does it pro- 
fess to be. a fascinating ‘work, and facta : 
ave generally recorded in the fewest 
words and in’ that jerky, paragrapbic, 
style which is least calculated for the 
display. of fine writing or for interesting 
the casual veadei, while it isa prominent 
merit in works ofreference. ' We should 
however be unfair did we omit to sy 
that here and there throughout the work 
theré are pages of description and: narra:

The history of surnames is the history of 
the mazners and ‘customs, the: origiti,. the 
character, and the occupations of-a- nation, 
The same scionce which teaches.us how. to 
find in the lsuguage of a people the records 
of its early life, enables us to discover in a 
London Directory a mine of ciitions and va- 
luable instruction and-entertainment. To 
trace back the name ofa. nan to its source is 
no lesa interesting than to follow a pebble to 
its ancient bed, and from a bit of fossil bone 
to deduce the form and the character of the 
living... Namies of men are certainly no leas 


|| interesting as objects of ‘research. than. the 


names of things. They were surely not 
given in, vain, or fastened without 8 mean- 
ing. “‘he original Shakspeare, for instance, 
can we suppose him to have been. nothing 
but'a follower of the ahuttle, or a meek 
handicraftswian ? The founder of the Strong- 
i-th’arms was no:-puny, half-formed ¢rea- 


ture. ‘The first of the Cruickehanks was’ 
hever celebrated for his beauty of leg: The 


primeval Smith must have known how-to 
wield a hammer ;.and the parent Brown 
could hardly lave been a fait man. . Many 


such surnamés tell their own simple history, 


and: it needs but-little of archeological or 
stymological iore to discover how they came 
to be ‘used, «In the early patriarchal times, 


one name was probably sufficient to dosig: | 


nate a mon,. In the feudal age, the baron or 
land-holder would-naturatly take his second 
name from ‘his estate or chief abode ; while 
as to the werfs, they had no need of any but 
a@pronomen.

Yet the Buggs, as shown by Mr 
Charnock, are an ancient: race—idenitical 
with the Boags, the Boggs, the Bogues, and 
the Bogies, and deriving from the Anglo- 
Saxou,- What can we say, however, of a 
maa who is content to go about the world 
with such .a coguomen -ag Suckbitch, 
Peasoup, Beleh, Pigfat, Bugbird, -Cut- 
inutton, or Fourapeuny?

THE GERMAN NORTA POLE EX. 
: PEDITION. 
* Faller news’ has nnexpectedly: been re- 
ceived from the captain of this expedition. 
Be writes :—- : , 

“From Bergen to near the ‘island of Jan 
‘Teyen:we had a good and quick journey, 
Tn_ not quite six days we had made the 
whole distance, as we had ‘calculated. We 
had thus accomplished within that. period 
in a straight line, about 11 degrees, or 660 
uantical miles, and in very changeable 
weather too. From complete. calm it.chang- 
ed to-perfect storms and winds in manifold 
directions, Near Jan Moyen we had on the 
morning of the 30th of May a completo 
hurricane from the cast; the ‘sea began’ to, 
surge very considerably, the air was thick 
with rain, so that one could sea a league in 
advance ; the temperature fell from -E 69. 
to—1° R,, the rain goon was transformed 
into icy needles, and snils, ropes, and all 
were covered with a frozen crust,. But ovr 
brave little vessel did not take any notice 
of it. She flew over the sea like a bird. In 
order to dry our riggings we kept on as long 
as possible at. full sail, making more. than 
ten kriots au hour, which moant something 
with our little craft, who behaved beauti- 
fully all'the time, 

“From Jan Meyen we generally:held to 
the N.N.W. towards Enst Greenland: for 
two days, making-a distance-of about 200 
leagues through a thick fog,-which showed 
the vicinity of ice ; but not befora the 5th 
of. June, in 74°50’ north Iat., 10° 38” 
wost long.; at a distance of only sixty-seven 
nautical miles from the coast of Greonlaud, 
did we se6 the first ice.
